NMPROVING CHICAGO'S HARBOR,

Englneer In Choarge Sobmits n Re-
port on the Progross Made,
WASHINGTON, July 23.—Major W. L,
Marshall has made his report to the chief of
engineers on Lthe improvements in the Chicago
harbor, the Calitmet harbor and Calumet
river, the Hlnofs river and the Minois and
Mliksisslppl canal. Referring to the Chicago
harbor Major Mirshall says that all the work
comtemplated under tha ptoject adopted in
1870 has been completed except the dredging
of the outer bar, on which work was stopped
some years ago becanse of litigatlon. Major
Marahall suys that sincs work was suspended
the busin has deterlorated by reason of de-
posits until there (s now material amounting
to H00,000 cuble yards to be removed to at-
tiln sixteen feet depth, He thinks that if the
filling directed by the city of Chleago should
be authorized by the secrelary of war the
dredging could be ndvantageously done, but as
the utility of work for federal purposes {8 not

clear no projoot looking to it is presented,

Referring to the repairs on the exterlor
breakwater proper Major Marshall says: *"Al-
though It was estimated that 1t would cost
$75,000 the contract prices give but $568.628.

Explalning why the $25,000 made available
by the approprigtion of August, 1864, for the
Improvement of the entrance to Chicago river
has not been utilized for that purpore Major
Marshnll says that this channel Is equal n
capacity to the passage over the erown of
the tupnels, and that the obstructions are
muainly artificlal, and that if the money were
usad it could only be employed advantageously
In removing tuonnels and bridges necessary Lo
the daily use of the busxiness of the oity.

The report on the Ilinois and Mississippl
canal Is quite voluminous. It shows that dur-
ing the year $151,090 was gpent In the work,
that the outstanding Habllities amount to
143,162, and that therp Is an available bal
ance of F172.640. During the pust year Lhe
work of constructing over elght miles of the
eantérn section of the canal, beglnning near
the Illinois river, has been prosscuted and
surveys made for the definite location of the
feeder line from Rock river, On the western
section the work has consisted of the oon-
Etruction of three bridgoes. embankmonts and
excavations, the renewal of cofferdams, the
purtlal dredging of approaches to the lower
dock and the completion of two dams across
Rock river,

Referring to the work on the eastern sec-
tion of the cannl Major Marshall says that It
is nicespary to acquire title to cerinin land
before much progress can be made.

The
refudal or failure of the French government
up to this time to furnish this governiment
with the oficial record of Waller's trial by
court martinl raised n very atrong presnmp-
tlon that the gronnds upon which he was
pentenced to twenty years' Iimprisonment at
hard lubor were not of a substantinl kind."

The constitdtion provides for fomale
suffrage and the democratic leaders have
taken the position that under this provision
the women should be allowed to vole at the
election In November, espocially in view of

the fact that officials are to be olected
The republicans, on the other hand, contend
that Utah is still a tervitory and that the
selection must be held in accordance with
the forms provided by congress, which do
nat permit of the exercise of the electiva
franchise for waomen. The general effort on
the part of the women to vote might in
